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To Punish His

WASHINGTON (UPI) - John W. Dean III 
swore in testimony made public Tuesday that

White House attempts to turn the IRS into a 
political tool to punish “enemies” and to 
shield friends from tax audits were documen­ 
ted in a 440-page report by the House 
Judiciary Committee. 
The report cited an effort to halt a tax audit 
of the Rev. Billy Graham, who was suspected 
of failing to have reported taxable gifts he had 


received 
—clothing from Charlotte 
and 
.Asheville, N.C. merchants, tuition for his 
children, and construction and decorator 
work performed without charge. 
Another document told of “a discreet 
check'' undertaken by the White House to see 
if actor John Wayne was justified in apparen­ 
tly complaining that he had been singled out 
for rough tax scrutiny. 
Misuse of the IRS will be considered as 
possible grounds for impeachment when the 
committee starts debating a bill of impeach­ 
ment next week. 


There was no evidence to show repeated 
attempts to initiate harassing tax audits 
against D e m o c r a t George McGovern’s 
supporters and campaign staff ever suc­ 
ceeded. 
In fact, John D. Ehrlichman. in a sworn 
statement, said he had complained to IRS 
Commissioner Johnnie M. Walters of “ what a 
crappy job he had done” in turning thumbs 
down on a reaudit for LawTence F. O'Brien, 
then Democratic national chairman. 
“I wanted them to turn up something and 
send him to jail before the election and unfor­ 


tunately it didn't materialize.’' Ehrlichm an 
said. 
Jam es D. St. Clair. Nixon's impeachment 
lawyer, told reporters Tuesday the failures 
showed Nixon had not been involved in the 
attem pts. 
“ If the President had decided to do this, 
there would have been ways to get it done." 
St. Clair said.

Will Go the Distance' 
President Says 
He Will Survive 


SAN C L E M E N T E , Calif. (UPI) - 
President Nixon has told a recent interviewer 
he will “ go the distance” to defend himself 
and his office in the Watergate scandal, even 
if it m eans a Senate impeachment trial, and 
will survive the ordeal. 
He would not stay in the White House even 
“for a m inute” if he did not believe himself to 
be innocent of wrongdoing, Nixon is quoted as 
saying, and he believes history will vindicate 
his presidency. 


"An historical assessment would be that it 
was probably ... the broadest, but the thinnest 
scandal 
in American history,” Nixon is 
quoted as saying. 
The interview took place May 13 with Rabbi 
Baruch Korff, an ardent defender of Nixon, 
and is being published in a book by Korff. The 
book 
was 
made available to 
reporters 
Tuesday after Korff had a long meeting with 
Nixon.

Yohn, Hoff Vow Action on Fences

disclosures there is no state 
law requiring fences around 
swimming pools. 
And both vowed there soon 
will be. 
State Sen. Edwin G. Holl 
and State Rep. William H. 
Yohn Jr., the Pottstown 
area's representatives in the 
state's upper and lower 
legislative bodies, made that 
pledge in the wake of a 
two-part 
M ercury series 
outlining the void. 
Sen. Holl said a bill sub­ 
mitted by him to require 


such fencing is pending in 
the S tate Senate's State 
Government Committee'.. 
“ I prepared that piece of 
legislation in the aftermath 
of the tragic drowning death 
of a small child at a Red Hill 
swimming club, said Holl. 
and I expect action on the1 
measure shortly.’ 
Rep. Yohn. saying he was 
su rp rise d th e re was .an 
absence of a state law- 
covering fencing of swim­ 
m ing pools,, said he has 
prepared such a measure 
and will submit it in the 
House legislative hopper as 
soon as that body recon­ 
venes. 


The disclosure made by 
The Mercury was that while 
m ost commun iti es have 
adopted a standard building 
code which requires fences 
a r o u n d 
p o o l s 
newly 
installed, few have any law 
which would require fencing 
around pools installed before 
the relatively new building 
codes took effect. 
When the youth fell into 
the swimming pool at Red 
Hill during late April, it was 
reported th a t while there 
once w as a fence around the 
pool, it had deteriorated to 
such, a. state it was difficult 
to tell there ever was a fence 
there. 


Both Holl and Yohn stated 
the belief there is “a fun­ 
d a m e n t a l 
n e e d ” for a 
state-wide statute requiring 
fences around swimming 
pools to cover those areas 
w h o s e 
b u i l d i n g 
code 
prohibitions can t be applied 
to pools installed, before the 
laws were adopted. 
The Mercury previously 
asked Clark Collins, deputy 
a t t o r n e y 
g e n e r a l 
in 
Harrisburg to research the 
law to determ ine if there 
was a state statute requiring 
swimming pool fences. 
After he learned there was 
not.

viewing Nixon in May, Korff 
submitted additional written

Nixon said, “ and I totally 
rejected it. I have decided to 
go the distance to defend this 
office, and to defend myself 
against charges of which I 
am wholly innocent.” 
The President spoke har­ 
shly of the press and depic­ 
ted himself as a victim of 
reporters who were opposed 
to his Vietnam war policies 
and who took advantage of 
Watergate to get back at 
him. 
He said, “The point is that

Nixon released the White 
House-edited transcripts of 
some of his key conversa­ 
tions on Watergate with 
aides alleged to have been 
part of a cover-up attempt. 
In the Korff book, entitled 
“The 
Personal 
Nixon: 
Staying on the Summit” 
Nixon replied to written 
questions from the rabbi and 
said at one point “we are 
going through some pretty 
hard times” and that it was 
not easy for him to endure 
the 
“ savagery” 
and 
“viciousness” of his critics. 
“ ...But the most important 
factor is that the individual 
must 
know'

Editorials 
General Spaatz 


It is difficult to reflect the “ total 
man” in an obituary. This was cer­ 
tainly true with the obituary of Gen. 
Carl A. Spaatz. The story recounted 
the deeds of his life, but it couldn't 
to tally m irro r the m an's true 
character. 


Gen. Spaatz was a 1 
He was cast in the mold of Charles 
Lindberg, Neil Armstrong. Daniel 
Boone, Eddie Rickenbacker and 
other 
American pioneers and 
heroes, 
Gen. Spaatz came from Boyer- 
town, the son of a newspaper 
publisher. He graduated from the 
U.S. Military Academy at West 
Point in 1914—the year the United 
States' military began to look to the 
air as part of man’s territory’. 
Gen. Spaatz, then a lieutenant, 
became a pilot and was sent to Fran­ 
ce to fly in World War I. The exploits 
of these early pilots have been the 
subject of numerous books and 
m ovies. 
They were “ hell for 
leather” men who flew by “the seat 
of their pants.” 
They became the folk heroes of 
World War I. 
A pilot then was something 
special He was the knight in shining 
armor. He was a daredevil, a man 
with a mission. He toasted danger. 
He flaunted it and shrugged at 
death. 
After World War I, 'Gen. Spaatz 
stayed in uniform. 


He becam e a champion of a strong 
Air Corps, and through his actions 
proved that air power was here to 
stay. 
During the 1920s Gen. Spaatz set 
flying records. At one point he flew 


from lo s Angeles to New York in 
record time and his exploits were 
recorded in every newspaper in the 
country. 
V 
Perhaps, 
unknowingly, Gen. 
Spaatz spent the 1920s and 1930s 
preparing for the war of the 1940s. 
When Japan bombed Pearl Har­ 
bor, forcing the United States into 
war, Gen. Spaatz was tabbed by 
President Roosevelt to become one 
of the prime planners of the air war. 
Gen. Spaatz organized the bom­ 
bing of Germany while he comman­ 
ded the 8th air corps in England: 
In 1944 he became commander of 
the Air Corps in Europe. No one can 
ever know the torment of this com­ 
mand. His decisions on when and 
where to bomb sent young American 
pilots on missions — and many 
never returned. 
But he accepted the responsibility 
of command, and because of his 
efforts, the war was shortened. 
After Germany surrendered, he 
was tra n sfe rre d to the Pacific 
theater of operation and supervised 
the dropping of two atomic bombs on 
Japan. 
When the Air Force became a 
sepe rate branch of the armed ser­ 
vices in 1947, Gen. Spaatz was 
named its first chief of staff. 
He had achieved his pinnacle. 
After his retirement, Gen. Spaatz 
did what many old soldiers do — he 
faded away from the public eye. He 
declined to capitalize on his fame 
and declined to become involved in 
controversy over national policy. 
Although he shunned the limelight 
In later years, his days in the sun 
will always be remembered by 
history.

All Around The Town 


Queen of the Turf 
Comes to Pottstown 


By W. EDMUNDS CLAUSSEN

Friday, Oct. 6, 1876. was an exciting day at the 
Pottstown Trotting Park. It was then that the 
Philadelphia and Reading Railroad brought to a 
siding special car 1001 — the deluxe traveling 
stable of Goldsmith maid, fastest trotting horse in 
the United States. 


It was hoped that conditions favored a record 
breaking trial of speed by the Maid and her run- ( 
ning m ate on our local track, then considered one 
of the fastest mile ovals in the nation. With just a 
little luck it was possible Goldsmith Maid might 
break her own record of 2.14 for the mile. 


What an honor this would be for Pottstown’s new 
fair grounds, if it could be achieved ! 
After visiting car no. 1001. a local newspaper 
scribe described what he saw: 


‘ The car of Mr. Doble is a perfect palace. I ts ' 
external appearance is similar to a fine passenger 
car and is very handsome, while the interior is fit­ 
ted in a luxurious manner, with sleeping apart­ 
ments for the men attendents. In the center of the 
car are four tastefully arranged stalls, which are 
cushioned on the sides and the horses that are 
being conveyed in them cannot possible get 
bruised. It is a palatial affair and attracts a good 
deal of attention. We should like to ask Mr. Dobie. 
as this is No. 1001 of his cars, what he uses the 
other 1000 for?” 


The Maid was handled by Charles H. Cochran, 
who had been her groom four seasons. Shortly 
before his coming upon the scene she had injured 
one of her hind legs, and the most trusted 
veterinary surgeons had prophesied she might 
never trot again. At this period of her career, her 
record stood at 2.16 34. Through the unfaltering 
attention given her by Cochran the Maid 
recovered fully, not only to race again, but to 
reduce her own mile record to 2.14. Now it was 
earnestly anticipated she might break that time. 


During her career devoted to the tracks of 
.America, she had thus far traveled an amazing 
86.000 miles by railroads; had trotted more than 
100 heats in a time of 2.20 or better ; 60 Heats in 2.19 
and under; and about an e\yen dozen beats below 
2.16. 


During the entire four year Cochran had been- 
with the Maid, they had slept in the sam e stall 
together with perhaps only a half dozen rare 
exceptions. They shared their space and life with a 
small terrior over whom the Maid displayed a 
touching fondness. The only thing neither groom 
nor dog companion were allowed to do was to pass 
in front of the mare; this she would not tolerate. 
Before she lay down upon her straw' each night she 
would carefully “feel” with her feet to discover 
whether her companions had allowed her room 
enough. If either had rolled too close, she would 
gently remind them of this fact before lying down 
upon them . 


“She is wonderfully sagacious,” wrote the 
. Ledger, “ and when her driver takes the reins, she 
knows that it means business, and is ready to per­ 
form her share of it.” 


It rained and was windy several of the days the 
Maid was in Pottstown. yet on one of those days 
she appeared on the track and was put through a 
few heats in order to get the feel of the track, much 
to the excitem ent of the spectators. Tickets were 
on sale throughout the town. 


W ednesday unfortunately was a day with high 
western gales which would hold the Maid back. 
Nevertheless, she put on a performance those sit­ 
ting in the stands would never forget.

Nixon Presidency Preservers 


Presidency Too Big for One Man 


The A m erican peop 1 e 
should restudy the office of 
President of the United 
S tates: its pow er, its 
restraints, its use and abuse. 
The popular concept is that 
the man in the oval office is 
more than a prime minister 
and less than a king. 
This is an ironic miscon­ 
ception. The Founding 
Fathers, having rebelled 
successfully against a king... 
were almost unanimous in 
their desire to create a weak 
chief executive. 
They fashioned three regal 
p rison s: one for the 
President; one for the 
C o n g r e s s :. o n e f o r I he 
Supreme Court. Of the three, 
the presidency was the most 
confining because the man 
in office was not given the 
power to originate a law. 
Neither could he conclude a 
treaty, make war or appoint 
ranking officers in his own 
depa rt m ent. w i. t hout t he 
“advise and consent” of one 


or both arm s of the 
Congress. 
The people, it was thought, 
could best rule themselves 
by electing local politicians 
to the House of Represen­ 
tatives. Men like James 
M a d iso n , B en jam in 
Franklin. George Washing­ 
ton. John Jay and Alexander 
Hamilton were determined, 
through the instrument of 
the new Constitution, to 
weaken the presidency to the 
status of one who executes 
the will of the people. 
They d istru sted the 
President before they found 
the first one. And yet, when 
Alexander Hamilton began 
to write “The Federalist,” 
which is still the best teatise 
on. U. S. government, he felt 
misgivings about the ability 
of the people to govern 
through Congress., 
“It is a just observation.” 
he wrote, “that the people 
commonly intend the public 
good. This often applies to

their very errors...They 
know from experience that 
they sometimes err; and the 
wonder is that they so 
seldom err...” 
The people can and will be 
fooled by popular parasites 
who wrould rather rule the 
nation than execute the will 
of the Congress. History 
shows in stark silhouette 
that the difference between 
thieves in Congress and 
thieves on the street is that 
the gentlemen under the 
dome of the Capitol, steal in. 
the name of the law. 
Except for Franklin 
R o o sev elt. Presidents 
seldom fight the Supreme 
Court. He tried to enlarge it ; 
pack it with his ow n men. He 
lost. Others, like Dwight. 
Eisenhower, felt that high 
office was a reward and 
would rather have reigned 
than ruled. 
When Richard Nixon cam­ 
paigned against. John F. 
Kennedy in 1960. he favored 
reducing the power of the 
President; “ We need a 
President who will resist the 
tem ptation to give the 
appearance of leadership, 
w h e n , 
a c t u a 11 y ., h i s 
speaking out rashly may set 
off a chain of circumstances 
that will be disastrous to the 
whole world.” 
Alexander Hamilton went 
a step further; “...the people 
are reminded that the i>er- 
son of the President has no 
more inviolability than the 
least one of themselves; 
upon impeachment, trial, 
conviction and removal 
from office, he would be 
liable to prosecution and 
punishment in the ordinary 
course of the law.” 
Thus, almost 200 years

ago. it was decided to set up 
one man who w ould be elec­ 
ted by all the people and 
who, if he perpetrated 
misdeeds, would face double 
jeopardy — a finding of guilt 
by the Senate and a second 
trial for the same offenses in 
a common court. 
And, yet the will of the 
Founding Fathers has been 
th w a rted throughout 
history... The President, has 
become more and more per­ 
sonally powerful. Almost all 
of them arrogated to them­ 
selves the power to give, and 
the power to take awav. 
It is common knowledge 
that' m any bills do not 
originate in the Congress. 
White House lawyers draw 
them up on orders from 'the 
President. A liaison man 
carries the perfected 
product to the Hill, there to 
hand it to the chairman of a 
House committee for endor­ 
sement or rejection. 
I have written five 'books 
about Presidents — one will 
be published in September— 
b u t it w as D w ight 
Eisenhower who impressed 
me with a wry statement : 
“Do you. realize that there 
are 154 government agencies 
and bureaus which are 
responsible to me. not to 
Congress? Do you know that 
it is impossible to recall 
offhand the names of the 
heads of those agencies, 
much less what the heck 
they are doing?” 
Year by year, the men in 
the White House have, in an 
almost insidious manner, 
arrogated more and. 'more 
power to themselves. Each 
of them did it in the name of 
patriotism and wrapped 
himself in the American 
flag; but each, no matter 
how wise, was only a, solitary 
man. 
The office has grown much 
too big for anyone.

I have one — is a fine lad 
named John R. McBride. 
who m oonlights for the 
Naliona 1 A ssociat ion of 
Recycling Industries Inc. 
Risking death by venturing 
out of his air-cooled offices 
the other day at noon, with 
only a few mad dogs and 
Englishmen frequenting the 
sidewalks of New York. 
M cBride delivered the 
following: 
Despite gold's staggering 
prices on the world's 
exchanges, a great deal of it 
is going to the junkyards. 
Arnold H. Craft, of the 
Sel-Rex Company's precious 
m etals recovery division. 
Nut ley. N.J.. says. "Too 
much gold is literally being 
thrown away. There's more 
gold concentrated in rubbish 
heaps, landfill areas and 
scrap yards than there is in 
the world's oceans.” 
He didn't mean in the 
‘‘chemistry” of the world's 
weans. He meant the untold 
tons of gold that have gone 
down to the bottom of 
endless seas over the cen­ 
turies in all sorts of ships 
ranging from ancient barges 
to the Andrea Doria. 
Jew elry manufacture, 
obviously, takes the lion's 
share of American gold, 
about tw o-thirds of the 
4.300.000 fine troy ounces 
produced annually. The den­ 
tal profession uses nine per 
cent, and the industrial 
users of the balance are fully 
aware of its commercial 
value and recycle 90 to95 per 
cent of the scrap residue. 
However, the average con­ 
sumer is more than likelv to 


throw away a lot of gold. 
Less than 30 per cent of the 
gold used by consumers or 
integrated into consumer 
products is recycled to be 
used again. If you couldn’t 
get a phone number' you 
wanted, and pulled the 
phone out of the wall by its 
roots and threw it away, 
you'd be throwing away 
about one dollar s worth of 
gold. 
If you kick in the tube of 
your tv set because all you 
can get is that rotten little 
koala in the Qantas 'Commer­ 
cials. you're losing gold 
components . Same with tape 
recorders, radios and addled 
pocket calculators. 
People throw away gold 
eyeglass frames, damaged 
gold watch bands, unmated 
golf cufflinks and damaged 
gold, teeth as if they were, 
say. tin. Man named M.J. 
Mighdoll, executive vice 
president of the 61-year-old 
N ational association of 
Recycling Industries, takes 
Cassandra's view: 
“Our national resources 
are diminishing with even 
tick of the clock and our 
precious metal s consump- 
tion and their utilization 
have been increasing con­ 
stantly.” 
Before you start trying to 
mine your hi-fi. or prospect 
in the nearest junkyard, 
have a. care. It takes 
h i g h l y - s p e c i a l i z e d 
metallurgical expertise to 
separate gold from, dross.

Dear Al: 
It can be serious if some 
appliances, such as a 
refrigerator or freezer, are 
accidentally unplugged. I 
"rigged a simple lock that 
keeps the plug in place in its 
outlet. I twist a strand of 
insulated wire around the' 
neck of the plug, leaving a 
pigtail of a few inches 
sticking out. Then I. trim the 
wire so it’s long enough to 
reach the screw in the mid­ 
dle of the cover plate. I strip 
off the insulation at the end 
and. with the plug in place in 
the outlet, I use the tiny 
screw to anchor the wire end 
to the plate. Now there is no 
easy way to disconnect 
accidentally.

I use several ropes around 
the garage and shop for 
various things.

Using the w ooden handle of a 
putty knife, I start at the end 
of the tube and stroke the 
contents toward the capped 
end.

to the front. Then I roll the 
tube end up. Usually, the 
flattened tube will yield 
about 10 per cent more of the 
contents that would never 
have been used if the tube 
were rolled up as used. With 
the cost of some glues, this 
re p r e s e n t s a wo rthwhile 
bonus.

gynecology at the University 
of Leeds, said Monday three 
babies had been conceived in 
this way, one of them in 
Britain.

taken from the mother, fer­ 
tilized with male sperm and 
replaced in the womb. He 
reported the pregnancies 
and the babies were normal. 


Be vis personally was not 
involved in the three cases, 
but claimed knowledge of 
them. He refused to give the 
names of the doctors, paren­ 


ts or children involved. 
Since he made the claim 
no other scientist has come 
forward to corroborate it. 
His secretary said Bevis was 
back at work in Leeds, inun­ 
dated with telephone calls 
and refusing to talk to the 
press. 
Two of Britain's leading 
experts 
in

field 
expressed doubts and con­ 
cern about the claim, which 
could 
eventually 
benefit 
women 
unable 
to have 
children because of blocked 
fallopian tubes. 
One of them. Dr. Patrick 
Steptoe. said. “ I am astoun­ 
ded that Prof. Bevis should 
have made this statement.

The Senate sent the bill to 
the House on a 75-18 vote 
with an understanding the 
House will delete a section 
which

lead to a certain 
veto. 
The action came a day 
after the forced resignation 
of Alvin J. Arnett as director 
of the Office of Economic 
Opportunity. The President 
wants to shift most of the 
OEO’s functions to other 
federal agencies. 
In San Clemente. Calif., 
presidential 
spokesman 
Gerald L. W arren said Nixon 
dismissed Arnett because of 
“irreconciliable 
differen­ 
ces” 
in 
policy. 
He also 
announced the nomination of 
Bert A. Gallegos of Denver, 
OEO general counsel, as. 
Arnett’s successor. 
Arnett said he was forced 
to resign because he wanted 
to salvage some of OEO’s 
antipoverty 
measures, 
including 
legal protection 
for the poor. 
The 
Senate and House 
agreed to dilute the legal 
services 
provisions 
by 
prohibiting contracts with 
universities 
to 
provide 
research. Nixon rejected the 
original proposal in 1971. 
The latest version would 
provide aid to the poor in 
civil cases. 
It would prohibit govern­ 
ment lawyers from taking 
.any case from poor people 
involving 
school 
desegregation. 
criminal 
matters, abortion, selective 
service or military deser­ 
tion, 
advocacy of public 
policies, political activities, 
labor matters or demon­ 
strations. 
Supporters of the measure 
agreed to drop the con­ 
troversial section, claiming 
they had received assuran­ 
ces from the administration 
that N i x o n would then 
sign the bill. But opponents 
were just as firm, in insisting 
they have been told by the 
White House that Nixon has 
not 
reached 
a 
final 
decision. 
Arnett said he was infor­ 
med 
Monday 
bv 
Nixon 
adviser Dean Burch that he 
had to resign effective July 
31. 
“ His line was that the 
President 
does not want 
OEO and that I have been 
accused of lobbying to con­ 
tinue the agency,” Arnett 
said. 
White House sources said 
that Arnett was pushed out 
because of his opposition to 
administration policy. 
Sen. Edw ard M. Kennedy. 
DMass., said the “ sacking" 
of 
Arnett 
reflected 
the 
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adm inistration’s 
‘‘con­ 
tinuing lack of concern for 
the 
nation’s 
23 
million 
poor.” 
“ It is ironic,” Kennedy 
said, 
“ that 
in 
an 
administration 
where 
officials have been indicted 
and some convicted for their 


failure to carry out the law 
and their failure to abide by 
their 
oath 
of 
office, 
it 
appears that Mr. Amett was 
fired precisely because he 
was carrying out the intent 
of Congress and fulfilling his 
sworn obligation to uphold 
the law .” 


the Army had refused its 
request to enter the missile 
range to look for the gold.

COUNTY OWNED 
Ronald H. Revnier. Pott- 
stuwn borough, solicitor, said, 
there is nothing specific in. 
the borough ordinance for­ 
bidding this. Since the 
bridge is county owned, the 
borough would have no 
jurisdiction over it. he 
explained. 


Reynter said the bridge is 
new' and is an attractive 
nuisance, but once it is open 
to vehicular traffic, he feels 
this will stop loitering and 
jumping. 
Until then the solicitor 
said 'police on. both sides of

m ust keep 
checking the area and keep 
pedestrian traffic moving. 


P ot t s t ow n Sgt. R ichard 
Rotz said he doesn’t know of 
any law against bridge jum­ 
ping. adding he never was 
aware a. problem, ex.ist.ed 
until the drowning occurred.

Rotz said police patrol the 
bridge area, but since the

Hanover Street and the 
Industrial Highway. 


‘ Once the bridge is open to 
vehicular traffic, then it will 
be a lot easier to patrol that 
section of Hanover Street. 


While there are no laws 
prohibiting jumping from

Rotz said 
violators could be charged 
with disorderly conduct.

DANGEROUS ITEMS 
Yingling noted there has 
been a lot of construction 
m aterials and barricades 
thrown into the river and 
other dangerous articles

"Therefore the area not 
only is dangerous for bridge 
jumping but also for swim­ 
ming.'’ he said 
As far as preventing fur­ 
ther tragedy at the bridge 
site. Yingling said the best 
suggestion he could offer 
w’ould be a talk on the 
dangers by all parents.

“ We wanted it on the Gulf 
of Mexico where she swam, 
sailed, 
scuba 
dived and 
fished, because it was very 
much 
part of 
her life." 
Timothy Chubbuck. the dead 
woman's 
brother, 
said 
Tuesday. 
“ At first we thought of 
having the service in front of 
our 
own 
house, 
but the 
parking would be too dif­ 
ficult." he added 
“ We’ve 
had hundreds of inquiries 
about funeral arrangemen­ 
ts. so we chose the beach 
because 
of 
the 
parking 
facilities." 
Chubbuck said after the 
memorial service on nearby 
Siesta Key his sister's body 
would be crem ated and her 
ashes scattered during a 
private service. 
Miss Chubbuck. 29, was 
appearing Monday morning 
in her daily half-hour mor­ 
ning talk show. "Suncoast 
Digest," on WXLT-TV when 
she suddenly put a gun to her 
head and fatally shot her­

Reed, a camera 
operator who was on duty 
when it happened, is here 
silently cleaning out Chris' 
desk 
Her parking place is

"Suncoast Digest" was not 
shown 
In 
its place the 
station aired a syndicated 
ABC network show called 
"Gentle Ben.” a rerunabout 
a young boy and a bear 
living in the Everglades 
"We are used to her being 
here. She was usually here 
all day long, but today she's 
not. Somebody just handed 
me her mail. It is too close to 
home for us to believe yet."

(UPI»—Sen Edward J Gur­ 
ney, R-Fla., was arraigned 
Tuesday on charges of 
bribery, perjury and con­ 
sp iracy 
in 
a 
su rp rise 
appearance before U.S. 
magistrate Joseph Hatchett. 
Florida's senior senator 
and member of the Senate 
W a t e r g a t e 
C om m ittee 
pleaded innocent to all the 
charges and was freed on a 
personal recognizance 'bond. 
Gurney and six others 
were indicted by a federal 
grand jury last Wednesday 
at the climax of a 10-mon­ 
th-long probe of allegations 
stemming from a $230,160 
G ur ne y 
B o o ster Fund 
■ allegedly collected from 
Florida builders in return 
for prom ises of favored 
treatment by the Federal 
Housing Authority. 
Gurney told newmen out­ 
side Hatchett's office that he 
intends to complete his U.S. 
Senate term and stand as a 
candidate for re-election to a 
second term . 
The 60-year-old senator 
said the public reaction to 
his indictment last week, 
expressed through letters 
and telegrams, was “almost 
unanimous in my favor.” 


Hussein Attempts 


To Reconcile 
Jordan, Guerrillas 


3y United Press International 
King Hussein of Jordar 
arrived 
in 
Alexandria. 
Tuesday for talks with Egyp­ 
tian President Anwar Sadat 
expected to concentrate on 
possibilities 
for a recon­ 
ciliation between Jordanians 
and Palestinian guerrillas. 
In 
Jerusalem, 
Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin, said 
he could not guarantee an 
end to Arab guerrilla attacks 
despite m easures taken to 
block 
infiltration 
from 
neighboring Arab states, But 
the national radio quoted 
him as telling the Knesset 
(parliam ent) that guerrilla 
attacks were not the most 
serious threat to the nation. 
“We must be vigilant in 
maintaining an alert in the 
event that a military' con­ 
frontation with the Arab 
states is imposed on us,” 
.Rabin said, 
. The three-day visit was 
Hussein’s first to Egypt sin­ 
ce shortly before the October 
Arab-Israeli war. Sadat wel­ 
comed. him from Amman at 
an air base outside Alexan­ 
dria with a 21-gun salute and 
an honor guard. 
Cairo newspaper said Hus­ 
sein's visit was aimed at 
coordinating Arab policies 
for the Geneva Middle East 
peace conference., expected 
to resume in October. 
Arab press commentators, 
however, said, the chances of 
a 
reconcilation 
between 
Hussein and the Palestinian, 
guerrillas w ould be the most 
important topic. 
Egypt 
has 
invited 
Palestinian leader Yasser 
.Arafat to Egypt for talks 
with 
Sadat 
immediately 
after the Hussein visit. 
The 
Palestinians 
have 
treated Hussein as their No. 
1 
opponent 
—after 
Israel—since he used his 
army to oust the guerrillas 
from Jordan in 1970 and 
1971. 
The main issue between 
Hussein and the Palestinians 
centers on the future of the 
West Bank of the Jordan. 
Palestinian leaders want it 
as the nucleus of a possible 
Palestinian 
state. 
but 
Hussein hopes to reclaim it 
for Jordan. 
Current debate also rages 
over 
whether 
the 
Palestinians should have a 
separate 
delegation, 
at 
Geneva, or should attend as 
part 
of 
the 
Jordanian 
delegation,

CHICAGO — A person in 
New York pushes the but­ 
tons of a computer that 
works out a design for a 
dress to suit customers’ 
dem ands in Texas. The 
dress will be made from a 
fabric in a print designed by 
another computer. The dress 
pattern will be made by 
computer, then it wilt be* cut 
and sewn by computer 
Sound like a science fiction 
fashion world to you? Gerry 
van Dijk thinks it will be a 
fact in the near future, van 
Dijk. who was conference 
m anager of a recent national 
computer conference held in 
Chicago, believes that so far 
the fashion industry has only 
touched on the potential uses 
of computers. 


“ Most people think of com­ 
puters as billing devices in 
retail stores, where they’ve 
proved to be extremely 
effective.” van Dijk said. 
“ And com puters are being 
used by some textile firms to 
design prints and by some 
m anufacturers to cut patter­ 
ns. But there are hosts of 
other uses still to be tried. 
The com puter is only 22 
years old. It has more than 
100.'000 uses, and it’s still 
young.

van Dijk thinks the com­ 
puter will be able to solve 
one of the m ajor problems in 
the fashion business, which

van Dijk doesn't see com­ 
p uters as dehum anizing 
devic e s. ‘ * Com putenza! ion, 
has actually created new 
industries.

right and wTong. And new 
people have been employed 
to work the computers which 
can m ake fast changes in 
p attern s and color com­ 
binations. which might take 
an artist hours to do.

Job Safety Agency Plagued by Unrest and Mismanagement

OSHA.

asked not to be named. 
Controversy was sparked 
by 
publication 
of 
a 
m emorandum in which the 
former head of the agency, 
George 
C. 
Guenther, 
proposed using the agency’s 
record 
to 
get 
political 
donations from employers, 
who are supposed to be 
regulated by the agency. 
The memo, 
dated five 
months before the 1972 elec­ 
tion, predicted that no con­ 
troversial new health stan­ 
dards would be proposed, by 
the agency during the cam­ 
paign. It said he intended to 
clear new employes through 
the 
Republican 
National 
Committee 
and 
the 
President's re-election com­ 
mittee, and proposed using 
the agency as a “ selling 
point” in fund raising. 


“While I have discussed 
with (Nixon fund raiser1) Lee 
Nunn the great potential of 
OSHA as a sales point for 
fund raising and general 
support by employers, 1 do 
not believe the potential of 
this appeal is fully recog­ 
nized,” 
Guenther 
.said. 
“Your suggestions as to how 
to promote the advantages 
of 
four 
m ore 
years of 
properly m anaged OSHA for 
use in the campaign would 
be appreciated." 
G uenther’s 
memo 
was 
addressed 
to 
Laurence 
Silberman, 
then 
under­ 
secretary of labor and now 
the No. 2 m an in. the Justice' 
Department. The memo was 
published as part of the 
Senate W atergate commit­ 
tee’s final 
report, which 
quoted Silberman as saying 
he 
rejected 
Guenther's 
suggestions. 
However, Ralph Nader’s 
Health Research Group said 
the 
Guenther 
memo 
“establishes a conspiracy to 
deprive millions of workers 
of their health and lives.” 
Dr. Sidney M. Wolfe, head 
of the health group, wrote a. 
letter to Atty. Gen. William 
B. Saxbe demanding that he 
consider firing Silberman, 
and 
another 
letter 
to 
Watergate 
Special 
Prosecutor Leon Jaworski 
asking him, to investigate 
OSHA. 
He said that despite Silber- 


man’s purported veto of the 
Guenther 
plan, 
the 
job 
safety agency has delayed 
adoption of health standards 
for 
more 
than 
a 
dozen 
industrial poisons. He noted: 
that after three years of 
existence, the only standar­ 
ds in force are for asbestos 
fibers and for a list of can­ 


cer-causing substances. 
“This .... can only be 
described as murder in the 
workplace,” said Wolfe, a 
long-time critic of the agen­ 
cy. 
Sen. Harrison J. Williams, 
D-N.J., who sponsored the 
bill that set up the agency in 
1971, inserted a statement 


into

Record on Tuesday saying' 
Guenther’s 
memo proves 
“at the very least a clear 
dereliction of duty.” 
“Surely there can be no 
defense at this despicable 
behavior,” Williams said.

“If passed this bill will 
provide aggrieved parties 
the right of redress, and 
local law enforcement 
officials will be able to move 
in and prevent the serious 
accidents caused by a lack of 
fencing. 
“The state law will super­ 
sede a local law which is 
weaker.” he continued, 
“ m eaning it will take 
precedence over a local law 
which could, for example, 
only require an 8-inch fence. 
“The height for the fences 
will be set by the Penn­ 
sylvania Departm ent of 
Labor and Industry, an 
agency which has not only 
the staff, but the knowhow as 
well, to establish standards 
for the preservation of life.” 
As Yohn explained his bill, 
it would require a fence 
around e v e r y resident ial 
swimming pool at least four 
feet high. 
He pointed out there 
already is a state law- 
requiring fences around 
non-resident ial pools. 
“AH gates must be equip­ 
ped w ith self-latching 
devices to keep them closed 
when not in use. and these 
latches must be mounted, on 
the pool side of the gate so as 
to be inaccessible to small 
children from the outside.” 
said Yohn. 
He added his measure 
would supersede any local 
ordinance unless that 
ordinance set up stricter 
standards. 
“ Because of the many 
communities throughout the 
state which have no fencing 
requirements for swimming 
pools." said Yohn. “a state 
statute is something which is 
desperately needed.
